U-High Cagers Make History 

For the first time since 1918 the Pioneers reached the state finals. 

Unfortunatly they ended their seasons one victory short as they were state 
runner-ups. 

After a very slow 0-2 start this years team made a quick change. Not 
only in the way they played, but also in their appereance. The team finish 
the season 29-4. The Corn Belt Conference Co-Champions defeated 
intercity rival Central Catholic for the Illinois State Classic title. They also 
beat the Saints with a dominating defensive effort in the Regional final. In 
the Sectional championship, U-High faced off against Flanagan for a battle 
of state ranked teams. U-High came out on top again to move on to the 
Super-Sectional rematch with Clifton Central. Again the Pioneers were 
victorious with a convincing 57-35 win to place them among the states 
"elite". 

In the first game of the State Tournament, the Pioneers smothered 
Sherrard with their aggressive defense. U-High scored 55 points compared 
to Sherrard's season low 34 points. The Pioneers next victim was the previ¬ 
ously undefeated top-ranked team from Augusta Southeastern by a decision 
of 63-50. In the State Championship game of the tournament, the Pioneers 
ended a little short with a 61-45 loss to Findlay. The team played hard and 
exceeded the expectations of many and were really the "Champions." 

The sophomore team ended the season with a 20-1 record. Their only loss 
was from Bloomington, 66-56. The freshmen were 10-10.

The '92 Matmen rode their motto. Make It Happen, and their spirit all 
the way to the State Dual Meet Championships. With a dual meet record 
of 20-5, the Pioneers finished a close second to Harvard in the state tourna¬ 
ment, held at Redbird Arena. 

This years team started off strong by winning 11 out of their first 12 
matches. They placed 3rd in the Clinton Tournament, 1st in the Prairie 
Central Tournament, 3rd in the U-High Tournament and 3rd in the Inter¬ 
state 8 Tournament. 

At the U-High regionals, the team took first allowing them to host the 
Team Regionals and 7 individuals qualified for sectionals. The Pioneers 
defeated Clinton in the team regionals by a 33-19 decision. At the Indi¬ 
vidual Sectional Freshman Matt Neibur(112), Junior Kurt Hudson(119), 
and Seniors Corey Christenson(160), Stephen Wilson(189), and Rich 
Corry(HWT) qualified for Individual State.

In the Championship match, the 
Pioneers came close to taking the gold, but Harvard took over a few key 
matches. The final score was 27-33.
